Near Ballachulish. The village of Ballachulisli is 
noted for the vast and busy slate quarries, wnich 
give employment, to several hundreds of men. 
Besides being the starting point for the Pass of 
Glencoe, it is the most convenient place to proceed 
for the great aluminium works recently erected at 
Kinlochleven, about seven miles distant. A branch 
line from Connel Ferry to Ballachulish, on the 
Callander' - and Oban line of the Caledonian Rail¬ 
way, was opened a few years ago, and has proved 
of great benefit to the district. 
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
